The Texas Public Service Company 1s hereby put upon notice that the City of Austin
does not guarantee that the space assigned above ls clear from other underground utili-
ties, but 1s based upon the best records we have at hand, and that the minimum depth
stated does not have any reference to the fact that greater depths may not be required
at special points. When the Texas Public Service Company requires definite information

upon the ground as to elevations or working points from which to base the locatlion of
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their assignments, they shall apply to the City Engineering Department not less than

three (3) days before such inforumation is required. The Texas Public Service Company
is further put upon notlice that they wlll be required to Lear the expense of repairs

or replacement of any underground utllity damaged during the construction of lines

named in this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is out in the vicinity of a fire plug, water must be
used at intervals during the course of baokfilling of the ditoches.

THAT the work and laying of sald gas maine, inoludlng the exocavation in the

2. That the extonselon of ocommerocial uses at thla partioular location would greatly
inorease traffioc hazards, owinf to the faot that l2th Btreet and Rio Grande Street are
major thoroughfares, and that l2th Btreet is & parked street, the trafflic ways of whioh
are narrow, being only wide enocugh for one lane of trafflo in & cne-way direstion, where

OArs are parked along the ourb.

a. That 1t was never oontemplated in laying ocut West 12th Street ns a parked boule-
vard that any oommercial property should front therson.

. 4, That there is at present a dangerous congestion of traffic at this point, whioh
is inimlcal to the safety of many ohlldren attending the Senlor High School and Pease

Sohool,

5. That a more desiravle development of this property la for "B' Resldence purposes
Buch asapartmentas.
